She is Miss Deborah Hunt, a 


senior at Pembroke who last sum- 


mer worked in Mexico for three 
months. Under the American 
Friends Service Committee, Miss 
Hunt worked directly with the 
Mexicans in the small town of Te- 
tecala, near Mexico City, giving in- 
jections of serum, anti-typhoid, an- 
ti-smallpox and rabies, handing out 
medicine, and keeping the files 2f 
the clinic. The latter job was the 
most difficult because phonetic 
names of the patients had to be 
used. They could not read or 
write. 


Several days a week Miss Hunt 
and her colleagues went to neigh- 
boring towns to administer to the 
children and conduct English and 
recreation classes. They also would 
give talks to the housewives on 
child care and prevention of di- 
s€ases such as typhoid and malaria. 
These Mexicans were not at all 
hostile to science, she said, and 
loved to receive injections for this 
and that. 


The girls had a share of the 
fiesta life of Mexico and attended 
many dances and other celebrations 
besides. They laundered their 
clothes in the homes of Tetecalans, 
and learned how to cook Mexican 
dishes from these friendly people. 
They also exchanged lessons in the 
Mexican and English languages. 
All in all, Miss Hunt stated, their 
One desire was to prove to the 
beople that Americans can be more 
than actresses and oilmen, which 


they seemed to accomplish in this 
community.

Six Quonset huts will be erected 
as an auxiliary dining unit on the 
campus to accommodate the en- 
larged student body which will 
number about 1200 in the Spring 
semester starting February 13. 


Work has already begun on the 
auxiliary which will be adjacent 
to Lippitt dining hall. Two of the 
Quonsets, which are all of the same 
officers’ ‘type now being erected 
in the emergency veterans’ hous- 
ing colony north of Bliss Hall, will 
be connected by a 27-foot building 
to form the service unit. The other 
four will be divided by a 12-foot 
corridor to form the dining room. 
The service unit will house the 
kitchen and food storage refriger- 
ators, and the service table will 
provide efficient facilities for a 
double line to speed service. 

The set-up was planned in con- 
sultation with food service experts 
to insure the best type of service 
possible during the emergency cre- 
ated by the unprecedented influx 
of students. The Spring under- 
graduate body will equal the col- 
lege’s all- -time high in enrollment, 
and the September prospects point 
to a student enrollment of more 
than 1500. Even with this expan- 
sion, humdreds of would-be Rhody 
students will have to be deferred 
for later matriculation. 

No new applications for admis- 
sion to the College for the Spring 
semester are being accepted, last 
Wednesday being the deadline set 
by James W. Eastwood, director of 
admissions. 

Limitation of classrooms and la- 
boratories, and inadequate housing 
and dining facilities will restrict 
the Spring matriculation to 400, 
though more than 225 applications 
already in his office will have to 
be rejected, or deferred for consid- 
eration to the summer and fall ses- 
sions, he said. 

Though the emergency Quonset 
hut development on the campus 
will accommodate 330 veterans, the 
flood of applications has swamped 
the admissions office during the 
past week. A total of 137 inquiries 
relative to entering next month 
were received last Monday alone, 
Mr. Eastwood said, and 129 the Fri- 
day before. 

The Spring admissions will be 
limited to 400 students. Of these

150 are former State College stu- 
dents wnose courses were inter- 
rupted by military service. Veter- 
ans entering as freshmen in Feb- 


ruary will total 250. Of this oum- 


ber, 100 will be in the Engineering 
school, 80 in the Business Adminis- 
tration school, 50 in the Science 
school, and 20 in the School of Ag- 
riculture and Home _ Economics. 
Five of the freshmen are Waves. 


Applicants will be considered for 
later admission, but no action on 
any application for the Fall semes- 
ter will be taken before April. 
Since the scholastic standing of 
high school seniors cannot be de- 
termined before April, Mr. East- 
wood said he would inform all can- 
didates at that time ot their provi- 
sional admission. A final review 
of all secondary school graduates 
and other candidates will be made 
in June. 


Preliminary applications for Sep- 
tember already exceed 500. Though 
additional emergency housing will 
be ready by September, the number 
of students seeking admission then 
will probably be more than double 
the quota which can be accommo- 
dated.

The Rams waa display their 
wares in Marvel Gym Wednesday 
evening, when they play Brown in 
the second of the home and home 
series. A limited number of tick- 
ets were on sale at the bookstore 
for the game which promises to be 
another test for the Rhody sharp- 
shooters after last Thursday’s ster- 
ling defeat of Holy Cross. 

Though the Rams defeated the 
Bruins in the first game here, the 
game was well-played by the En- 
gel-coached club, which showed 
its power through three-fourths of 
the game. The encounter on Wed- 
nesday evening will be hard fought 
by both teams, the Bruins being 
especially eager to score a victory 
over the team which has toppled 
Holy Cross. 


The Brown Herald reported the 
first game as follows: 


“Last Wednesday night’ the 
Brown basketball team was beat- 
en 76-55 by a good but not awe- 
insipiring Rhode Island quintet at 
the Rams‘ pint sized Kingston 
court. Eleven times the lead shift- 
ed, four times the score was dead- 
locked, before State took the bit 
in their teeth and ran away with 
the game. 


“During the first half the scores 
of the two teams were never very 
far apart. Manny Costa’s_ inspired 
defensive play was an important 
factor up. Woody Grimshaw put 
in shot in keeping the lauded Rams 
bottled after shot, dribbling 
through the congregated Rhode Is- 
land squad and feinting expertly. 
George Watts and Dave Zuber 
also outdid themselves in prevent- 
ing a Rhode Island breakaway and 
in setting up plays. At the end 
of the first half the score was 33- 
27 in favor of State. 


“The second half started with a 
bang for Brown. Almost before 
Ernie Calverley and his boys could 
blink an eyelash, the score was tied 
up. R. I. then surged ahead, only 
to have the score tied up again. 
Three times in all the score was 
tied during the first seven minutes 
of the second half.

Resume Studies 


Historic Charles University of 


Prague, the oldest university in 
Central Europe, founded in 1348 
by the Emperor Charles IV, was 
closed for more than five years, 
along with all other Czechoslovak 
universities. Masaryk University in 
Brno was completely destroyed. 
More than 60,000 students have 
flocked back to these reopened uni- 
versities, with one-third of these 
between the ages of twenty-five 
and thirty-two. 1200 students lan- 
guished in concentration camps 
from 1939 to 1945, and 800 joined 
them later. At least fifty per cent 
of these imprisoned students need 
extended medical attention. The
